KINGSTON — The first step in a 
county program to revam p the Civil 
Service category of constable will be 
taken Feb. 17 when town supervisors 
sit down to talk with state officials 
about their peace officer problems. 
Jam es DeCicco, chairm an of the 
Ulster County Civil Service Com­ 
mission announced the schedule to­ 
day. saying that it was designed to 
pave the way for a state classification 
survey to be conducted over the next 
few months. 
The possible enforcement of a 1971 
state law which prohibits constables 
from doing active police work has 
caused an uproar among town of­ 
ficials, who say they can’t afford to 


hire younger, police-trained men to 
handle their law enforcement. 
The town supervisors have also 
argued th at forcing the prospective 
constables to take civil service exams 
will take away the towns’ right to hire 
local candidates. 
Last November the county Com­ 
mission came out in favor of reinstat­ 
ing the constable position and has 
been working with the state to or­ 
ganize this survey of local needs. 
The Feb. 17 meeting will be geared 
to outline procedures th at will be 
used during the classification survey, 
to familiarize town supervisors with 
the draft specifications of the pro­ 
posed change in application of the

Over Property Deal 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - An 
thony Kiritsis, a former West Point 
gun instructor, Tuesday morning 
wired a sawed-off semi-automatic

H anstein has handled all of U lster’s 
business since 1971 when an Albany 
insurance consultant, Lloyd Rogers, 
recommended th at the county stop 
splitting up its policies among various 
agents and consolidate under one 
roof. Rogers did not recommend any 
specific company. 
How much of a commission the firm 
gets on their half million dollar sale 
could vary anywhere from $50,000 to 
$135,000, depending on how the poli­ 
cies are w ritten, with which com­ 
panies, and for how long. 
"W hen you have a single agent 
broker, like All State, or Nationwide, 
the company tells them they get a flat 
10 per cent on everything they write, 
and th a t’s it," explains Adams. 
"A multi-broker firm can be han 
dling six companies, each one with a 
different percentage anywhere from 
10 to 25 per cent of the total pre 
mium. 
“ Some of the companies will give 
you 25 per cent for the first year and 
15 per cent on every year afterwards 
"So if a guy likes you, he writes you 
up with a company that only gives a 
flat 10 per cent commission — that 
way your rates are lower. 
"B ut if you’re not a friend of his, 
he’ll sell you insurance with a com­ 
pany that offers him 25 per cent off 
the top. Then next year he’ll tell you 
you have to switch companies for 
some reason or another, or the rates 
just went up, and he’ll sell you inBur 
ance with another company that of 
fers him 25 per cent off the top. Then 
next year he’ll tell you you have to 
switch companies for some reason or 
another, or the rates just went up 
and he’ll sell you insurance with 
another company that offers a one 
year, 25 per cent commission."

Aspen Doctors Hopeful, Too 


ASPEN, Colo. (UPI) — Lack of snow has made this one 
of the worst skiing seasons in years throughout the Rocky 
* Mountains. That also makes it a bad year for bone doctors 
During a normal skiing season, about 50 skiers a day find 
themselves in the Aspen Valley Hospital emergency room, 
said hospital administrator Robert Camp. He said only 10 
to 15 persons were treated each day this season. 
Camp said 75 per cent of this year’s injuries are caused 
by skiers hitting rocks or dirt spot*. 
“ Even crosa-country skiers are losing control and hitting 
rocks,” said Paul Palsgrove, a medical technician at Aspen 
Valley Hospital. 
“ I ’ve always felt somewhat guilty — that more snow, the 
more injuries, the more money I make,” said orthopedic 
surgeon Dr. Robert R. Oden. “ You end up being a glutton 
after awhile and I never have enjoyed being a glutton." 
But Camp expressed confidence things will return to 
normal when snowy weather returns and more skiers begin 
crashing into trees and twisting legs 
"If we don’t get it now, we'll get it in the long run," he 
said. 
By Gum, It’s All Over 


MUNICH, West Germany (U P I) — The Yankee addic­ 
tion to chewing gum has spread to Bavaria and school 
officials are complaining about the cost. 
The Bavarian Culture M inistry complained that gum 
discarded carelessly by school children is sending school 
cleaning bills sky high. 
Schools in Munich alone are spending $83,333 annually 
to remove gum from floors, desks and pavements, the 
tuiuisuy rei*>rieu. 
"Possibly only cows granng in the meadow chew more 
than our children,” the ministry's magazine said. 
It said sometimes 30 wads of chewed gum are found under 
a single desk. 


Spray cans are being used to remove the gum. The cans 
cost $2 each and can remove about 30 wads of gum. 


Samaritans Still Flourish 


HOLON, Israel (U P I) — The last remnants of the 
Biblical Samaritans are flourishing after centuries of 
decline, a leader of the group says. 
"For centuries we were treated as a soon-to-be-extinct 
species, but lamentation and eulogies were apparently 
premature." said Benyamin Tsedaka in an interview with 
the Jerusalem Post. 
After increasing by only 90 in the years between 1948 and 
1967, their numbers have jumped by 102 in the last 10 years, 
Tsedaka said. 
He attributed the increase to Israel’s occupation of the 


»Vest Bank of Jordan which has allowed the reunion of clans 
living in this Tel Aviv suburb with those at Nablus, the 
Samaritans’ ancient home. 
The Samaritan* trace their descent from the Biblical 
tribes of Eprhaim and Menassah. 
They follow a primitive variant of Judaism and reject the 
many changes in the religion as it evolved in the last 2,000 
years. 
Tsedaka said there were 750,000 Samaritans at the 
beginning of the first century.

Secrecy Ending

Court Action May Help 


A LB A N Y , N .Y. (U P I) - The state 
Court of Appeals has given New York 
City officials the leverage they hope to 
use to forge a deal with municipal 
unions and major banka for the cash 
to avoid another fiscal crisis. 
City officials are hopeful the court 
action will force banks and unions to 
agree to help provide the city with 
funds to continue meeting its obliga­ 
tions. 
A directive from the state’s highest 
court Tuesday told the city to begin 
repayment of the first of $1 billion 
worth of overdue city notes within 40 
days. The likelihood of such an order 
has been hanging city officials since 
the court's Nov. 19 ruling that a three 
year moratorium on redemption of the 
notes was unconstitutional. 
City officials have tried for weeks to 
induce the banks and municipal un­ 
ions to help pay off the notes. But, the 
negotiations stalled over the banks' 
demand for an agency or officer to 
monitor city finances on a long-term 
basis. 
The moratorium was a key part of a 
plan imposed by the state in December 
1975 to avert a default by the city. It 
originally covered $2.8 billion In city 
obligations, but all but $1 billion 
worth were traded in for paper of the 
Municipal Assistance Corp. maturing 


over a 10 
year period 
The court named State Supreme 
Court Justice James Gibson to oversee 
repayment of the remaining $1 billion 
The decision affected only a small 
portion of the $1 billion total, but 
Gibaon was given the power to delay 
repayment on the bulk of the debt — 
notes held by corporations and institu­ 
tions 
for up to six months 
City Comptroller Harrison Goldin 
said he was "confident” the city could 
raise up to $215 million in cash "in 40 
to 65 days,” to take care of claims 
given first priority by the court. They 
included 
Flushing National 
Bank, 
whose suit resulted in overturning the 
m o ra to riu m , 
and 
in d iv id u a l 
noteholders. 
He added that it would be necessary 
to have the entire repayment schedule 
in place by "the first week in March' 
in order to have city union pension 
plans invest $250 million to meet the 
city’s cash flow requirements. 
Plans for repayment of the notes 
involved deferral by the banks and 
unions of redemption of some of the 
M AC notes they hold; a new issue of 
MAC and city securities, and sale of 
Mitchell-Lama mortgages 
Another possibility, Capitol sources 
told U PI, was a cash advance from the 
state against forthcoming aid to the 


city. 
At 
City 
Hall, 
Mayor 
Abraham 
Beame said at City Hall, "A ll I can say 
is that the city is going to carry out the 
order.” Beame said he expected to 
bring city union leaders and bankers 
together this week. 
"I think they (the banks and the 
unions) are coming together much 
better than anyone thought," Beame 
said. "Some day this week I hope to 
bring them together to see if we can 
come to a point where we can see about 
locking this thing up.' 
The court ordered that repayments 
begin within 30 days after approval of 
claims by Gibson. City law requires an 
additional 10 days notice for redemp­ 
tion of notes, thus resulting in the 40- 
day leeway. 
Gibson will also have responsibility 
to decide another issue which could 
present another $800 million problem 
for the city. Motions by 11 clearing 
house banks and by several individual 
noteholders to intervene in the pro­ 
ceeding were denied.

For Woodstock^ Beneficial or Harmful? 
Cumberland Renews Station Bid 


W OODH TOi K 
R estructuring and 
enlarging an abandoned Bearsville filling 
station as a convenience, selfservice tvpe 
gas and general store would he "b etter" 
than reverting the buildinp to u»* a* a 
full-fledged gasoline dispensing, auto re­ 
pair shop. T h at's the contention (or, in 
the opinion ot some W oodstockers, the 
"veiled th reat") behind a request for a 
change in zoning on the property involved 
from residential to com m ercial. 
C um berland Farm s, which now oper­ 
ates 50 locations in the Hudson Valley, 
fancies the form er Bark gas station on Rt. 
212 and Dixon Ave. for a new store. The 
firm proposes a concrete block building 
w ith a thin, red b ru k veneer front and a 
com bination wood and plastic shake roof 
O perating seven days a week, from T a m . 
to 11 p.m ., the store could do $4,000 in 
weekly business in groceries aione. »aid 
the firm, hv serving ;50 to 60 people hourly 
or 300 to 700 daily. Gas pum ps out front 
would increase that income. 
But both town officials and private 
citizens 
have 
mixed 
em otions 
about 
w hether such “ convenience” would lie 
beneficial or Harmful. 
Cum berland was recently denied a vari­ 
ance on the property in a split decision 
vote by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
Some board m em bers felt rezoning the 
parcel to com m ercial would have no 
detrim ental im pact on an irea where 
such light industries as a restaurant, 
swim m ing pool, and lam p and opticals 
factories already exist 
The site, they 
said, was “possibly not suited for de­ 
sirable residential developm ent” because 
of nearby industrial-com m ercial opera­ 
tions. 
But other m em bers argued the variance 
would be spot zoning. Noting the d e­ 
teriorating station had been unused for a 


decade or more, they said ita non-con 
forming use (existing com m ercial at the 
tim e of residential rezoning adoption) 
should now become even more non-con- 
forming. The site is backed by an all- 
residential area, and a new house has just 
been built directly behind it. 
The Ulster County Planning Board, 
however, had recom m ended a variance 
disapproval. The ZBOA, by law, had to 
come up with one vote more than a 
m ajority to bypass the county veto. T hat 
proved impossible and the variance was 
denied. 
C um berland has now come back with a 
zoning change request which would re­ 
quire an am endm ent to W oodstock's zon­ 
ing m ap. But building and zoning inspec­ 
tor George Eu hler has reviewed the firm ’s 
plans —and he sees problem s. Demolition 
ot the existing building, he said, would 
leave a land parcel on which he could only 
legally issue a residential use perm it. And 
he faulted C um berland’s proposed park­ 
ing plan for the store as "b ad ." 
Town Planning Board m em bers oppose 
the project for m ultiple reasons. Although 
Thom as Tullo, 
present owner of the 
former Bark site, m aintains he “could 
build a big, com m ercial service station 
now without perm ission by sim ply expan­ 
ding the present store 50 per cent under 
existing law," planner M alcolm Rose 
doesn't agree. 
"H e could expand 50 per cent and still 
have nothing," said Rose of the 150 by 200 
foot parcel. Added Rose, “I’m not sure the 
Cum berland plan even complies with 
regulations for a 
gas filling station. 
T here’s only 30,000 square feet here, and 
a gas station should have more in order 
to bury their tanks properly without 
driving over them ." 
Planner 
Mickey 
Edw ards 
also had 


strong reservations. The ordinance al­ 
lowed an existing, non-conforming opera­ 
tion to “stay on" after passage, he said, 
but som ething leas conforming in the 
future than it was at the tim e of zoning 
adoption is now prohibited, he noted 
"If we rezoned this com m ercial," he 
said, “ any type business enterprise at all 
could come in carte blanche and force 
strip developm ent throughout the area ” 
O th er criticism s by the board centered 
on the fact th a t Cum berland had not 
conducted a traffic survey in the site area, 
had subm itted parking, entrance and exit 
plans that were “badly thought out," that 
innum erable vapor lights called for in the 
plan would he directed on adjoining resi­ 
dences. 
There was further concern th at the area 
already has enough com m ercial and in­ 
dustrial operations without adding more, 
th at the store would create a hazardous 
condition for the school bus atop at the 
site, th at plans do not com ply w ith the 
200 foot footage required, and th a t C um ­ 
berland had sim ply not done its home 
work. 
Rose seemed to sum up the feelings of 
the entire board when he said, "I see no 
reason for approving this at all. The right 
to use this site as a gas station was given 
up by discontinuing its use as such. A 
residence has just been built behind it. 
and they can’t get a perm it to do anything 
there since pum ps have to be 35 feet from 
the property line." 
Added Rose. “The building is over 5(1 
per cent deteriorated, is rotting down, has 
been abandoned more than 10 years------ 
and they’re talking about two businesses 
on this little lot." 
An official board decision on the m atter 
will be m ade at the next m eeting of the 
agency on Feb. 17

They said any attem p t to split up the 
three-part proposal was “ in direct vio­ 
lation of last year's agreem ent to pass one 
package of court reform in two successive 
legislatures. 
Approval by two separately elected 
legislatures is needed before a proposed 
am endm ent can go before the voters 
The three proposals deal with statew ide 
adm inistration of courts, stream lined ju ­ 
dicial discipline procedures and the ap- 


podntm ent rather than election of the 
seven-judge Court of Appeals, the state's 
highest court. 
“W e're looking at splitting them up,’ a 
spokesm an for the Senate Republicans 
»aid, with the appointm ent of Court of 
Appeals judges being separated from the 
other two proposals.

O hrenstein charged that the Republicans 
were splitting the package so th at most of 
it would be presented to the voters this 
fall, with the judge—selection portion 
being delayed for presentation in 1978. 
The Senate Republicans are again 
playing politics w ith the issue," O hrens­ 
tein charged. "T he Republican ploy this 
year seem s to be one of playing around 
with political d ates.” 
O hrenstein said the R epublicans hoped 
to elect a GOP chief judge to the high 
court in Novem ber 1978 when the top poet 
becomes vacant. 


T hus, he said, the R epublicans sought 
to prevent the merit selection of judges 
from being approved bv the voters this 
fall. 
“We believe the public deserves court 
reform as soon as it is possible and should 
have the right to vote on all these needed 
reforms in 1977," O hrenstein said. 
However, the GOP spokesm an said the 
Republicans were worried th at public 
sentim ent would not support the appoint 
m ent of judges and that unless that 
proposal was separated, the entire pack 
age could fail at the polls 
Such a defeat could cause problem s, he 
noted, because last year the legislature 
approved a bill which provided for a state 
takeover of court coats over the next four 
years. 
Defeat of the am endm ent would create 
a situation in which there was a state 
assum ption of court costs w ithout state 
wide adm inistration of thoae courts

It followed a 
p e rio d o f g r a d u a l lib e r ­ 
alization of the once totally 
frozen relations between the 
two nations. 
Relations between the two 
countries were broken off at 
the end of the civil war in 1939. 
The Soviet Union had backed 
the loyalist forces fighting the 
insurgents led by the late Gen­ 
eralissim o Francisco Franco. 
Franco, who died 14 months

was reported to have 
vowed that there would be no 
Soviet am bassador in M adrid 
as long as he was alive. He and 
other Spanish right wingers 
believed that a Soviet E m ­ 
bassy would give support to 
the outlawed Communist par­ 
ty.

In and Out of the Union Game 


W ASHINGTON - Ed Sadlowski, 
running for president of the United 
Steel Workers of America, AFL-CIO, 
is only the second or perhaps the 
third person ot heroic stature in the 
past generation to come out of what 
used to be called the Labor Move­ 
m ent. The other two would be Cesar 
Chavez and mnyhe Arnold Miller, the 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of America. 
O f the three, Chavez is the only one 
to gain his reputation by trying to 
organize the unorganized. Miller got 
his laurel wreath by kicking out the 
corrupt 
Tony 
Hoyle regime, and 
Sadlowski has won the adm iration of 
lefties and liberals alike for his fight 
to win the presidency against an 
honest hut conservative union m an­ 
agement . 
His opponent in the election is 
Lloyd McBride, the choice of retiring 
Steel Workers president I.W. Abel, 
about whose record the campaign has 
really been fought. Although there 
have been the to-be-expected accusa­ 
tions of goonery brought against one 
side, 
and 
outside 
liberal 
money 
brought against the other, Sadlowski 
himself has probably defined the 
quarrel quite fairly: "1 don't think 
th at I.W. Abel is an evil man, not at 
all. He’s not the stereotypical corrupt 
labor leader who wears a camel coat 
and smokes a cigar. But he s been 
Used tim e and again by the bosses 
and he doesn’t even know it ." 
W hether or not Abel knows it, he 
has certainly been a blessing to basic 
steel industry management. His most 
controversial action was to sign away 
the right to strike for an extended 
period of time, thus assuring m an­ 
agement uninterrupted production, 
but Al»el has cooperated in many 
olher ways including trying to help at 
least one management in a proxy 
take-over fight. 
The justification for such jKilicies is 
that the union brings home the bacon 
and the steel workers are among the 
very best paid industrial workers. 
Thè question Abel has to answer is 


whether they wouldn’t have been as 
well paid without any union. Wages 
have indeed gone up during Abel s 
presidency, hut it’s estim ated 40,000 
jobs have been elim inated in the 
same time frame, thanks in part to 
the union’s support of m anagem ent’s 
efforts to increase productivity. The 
remaining workers benefited from the 
savings but they didn’t cut into the 
increased profits. 
H ig h -p ro d u c tiv ity , ca p ii a l-in ­ 
tensive industries pay high wages 
with or without unions. T h at’s been 
the pattern since long before unions 
came into the picture. Unions have

great difficulty in breaking out of the 
economic structure of their respective 
industries, which explains why the 
difference in compensation between 
union and non-union workers in the 
same industry is often so alight. A 
union won’t put an employer with 
whom it has a contract out of busi­ 
ness by demanding it pay wages 
which make it uncompetitive with a 
non-union rival. 
The way around th at is to organize 
the non-union rival, but workers often 
won’t join. Unions that were winning 
80 per cent of representation in elec­ 
tions in the late 1930s are winning 36 
per cent now. A large number of those 
defeats have to be explained by work­ 
er belief that the economic benefits 
unions will bring them are negligible. 
The best way to help the American 
worker is to start a war. No union has 
been able to bring in the pay raises 
that war has brought, and th at isn’t 
rhetoric. The largest income jum ps in 
this century have been during the 
various wars when the reserve army 
of the unemployed are put to work 
and firms must bid for labor as they 
now bid for coffee beans and natural 
gas. 
This isn’t to say th at unions are

superfluous. They give their members 
a degree of dignity on the job and 
other kinds of protection such as 
tenure. From tim e to time they give 
their members the high morale which 
comes from feeling part of a spec.. 
and particularly noble destiny. The 
folk songs of the labor movement 
attest to that. But if management 
doesn’t have the poetry it does have 
the money, and in the real world of 
1977 the unions don’t have much 
poetry left either. Far from singing 
songs, union members almost never 
even go to union meetings. 
Unions are fast becoming the junior 
partners of management, or, to put it 
in a way th at will drive the George 
M eany-type labor bureaucrat up the 
wall, unions are commencing to have 
the same function here as they have 
always had in the Soviet Union to 
discipline workers and assure con­ 
tinuous 
production 
by 
absorbing 
grievances and anger in the up­ 
holstery of bureaucracy. So Arnold 
Miller of the Mine Workere has been 
criticized by management and all 
sorts of other people, including some 
in his own organization, for failure to 
stam p out wild-cat strikes in the 
eastern coal fields.

Gas Crisis 
Too Late 
for FEA 


W ASHINGTON - The natural 
gas crisis struck America a winter too 
late to suit the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration. 
Its experts had gravely predicted a 
severe natural gas shortage for 'he 
winter of 1975-76. They spent over 
$100,000 for p a m p h le ts , rad io 
messages and T \ spots to instruct the 
nation how to survive the hard win­ 
ter, 
. 
FEA officials hung their head* in 
em barrassm ent when their dire pre­ 
diction failed to materialize. 
I he 
wrath of Congress also fell upon the 
agency because of the false fore­ 
bodings. 
Som e o ffic ia ls, th e re fo re , are 
privately relieved that the energy 
crisis has finally arrived. They feel 
somewhat vindicated now that their 
warning* have come true with a ven­ 
geance, albeit a year late. 
The FEA’s books and pamphlets 
are still gathering dust as the natural 
gas supplies dwindle dangerously. For 
one thing, the unused messages call 
upon 
Americans 
to 
lower 
their 
therm ostats to 68 degrees. President 
Carter wants the tem perature to be 
held down to 65 degrees. "We can t 
contradict the president," said a 
spokesman, with some logic. 
But the main reason the massive 
media blitz was abandoned, accord­ 
ing to insiders, was th at it offended 
some powerful congressnen. An ur 
gent, angry complaint was registered 
with the FEA on Nov. 19, 1975, by 
Rep. John Dingell, D.-Mich., John 
M uss, D.-Calif., and the late Torbert 
H. M acdonald, D.-Mass. 
They protested that the proposed 
advertising campaign was unfair, un­ 
founded and offensive to Congress. 
One commercial, which the FEA 
planned to distribute to thousands of 
radio-TV stations, was titled "Pack of 
Lies." In sarcastic language, it al­ 
leged that the claims about no gas 
shortage were a “pack of lies." 
The irate congressmen contended it 
was the FEA conmercial that was 
packed with lies. They cited findings 
that disputed the gas industry’s cries 
of shortage. “The gas curtailm ent 
figures dissem inated by the Federal 
Power Commission and the Federal 
Energy Administration are mislead­ 
ing and overstated,” charged the con­ 
gressmen. 
Therefore, they suggested sharply: 
"The FEA’» proposed advertising 
campaign appears to be a lobbying 
campaign 
with 
the 
use 
of 
ap ­ 
propriated funds to induce Congress 
to change the law." 
As it turned out, the shortage never 
occurred in the winner of ‘76, the 
media campaign was quietly shelved 
and the responsible FEA officials 
were in disgrace. Some were replaced. 
The FEA now adm its spending 
$105,000 on the abortive campaign. 
Our own sources say the total waste 
of money, counting the salaries for all 
the wasted man hours, was far higher. 
The chagrined FEA officials have 
been feeling a bit better since the 
belated gas shortage seized the nation 
this winter. But they still don’t im- 
tend to dig all thoae old warnings out 
of the storage rooms. The year-old 
ads, confessed one official, “were 
poorly done." 
IN FROM TH E COLD - Lucien 
Conein is an unreconstructed spy 
from the old cloak-and-dagger school. 
He is given to tough talking and hard 
drinking. And, as he has boasted to 
interviewers, his am bition is to go to 
bed with 4,000 more different women 
before he dies. 
This crack almost got Conein fired 
from the Drug Enforcement Adminis­ 
tration, where he is now engaged in 
the comparatively peaceful pursuit of 
drug smugglers. 
In bygone days, he was a crack CIA 
agent. He belonged to the breed of 
swashbuckling spies who specialized 
in torrid boudoir romance, violent 
death on fog-sheathed waterfronts 
and jungle heroics behind enemy 
lines. 
His retirem ent from the Central 
Intelligence Agency and a few quick 
snorts were enough to loosen his 
tongue. He told interviewers solemnly 
that he would never go against the 
Corsican Mafia because he was one of 
them . He also volunteered that he 
had a yen for am atory adventure. 
And 
he 
made 
other 
outrageous 
statem ents, as they occurred to him. 
W hatever his seriousness about the 
4,000 women, Conein has no connec­ 
tion with the Corsican brotherhood. 
But his statem ents irritated both the 
then-Atty. Gen. Edward Levi and 
Drug Enforcement Adm inistrator Pe­ 
ter Bensinger, who had authority over 
him. 
The two men discussed what to do 
about Conein’s undisciplined tongue. 
Bensinger was sufficiently stirred to 
order an investigation. His gumshoes, 
accordingly, snooped into the life and 
times of Lucien Conein. 
It isn’t known whether they counted 
the women in his life, but the only 
solid evidence against him was th at 
he had a big mouth. For his intem ­ 
perate remarks, the DEA charged 
him with "conduct prejudicial to the 
governm ent." 
There had been talk of firing Cone­ 
in, but the formal charges specified 
only a 15-day suspension. Offended at 
such pettiness, the old jungle fighter 
hired a lawyer and counterattacked. 
Bensinger took a long breath, re­ 
viewed the case and wisely decided to 
drop it.

One 
H arvard professor, who 
worked 
for 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission, “knew 
e n o u g h ," says L arry , 
“about nuclear power that 
he didn't want a nuclear 
reprocessing plant near his 
summer cottage." 
Larry added that the man 
who had more to do with 
killing it oil than anyone 
else is Ned Lehac of New 
Faltz. 
New York State has had 
sev eral successes. The 
"breeder” reactor was kept 
out of Waddington, on the 
St. Lawrence River. There 
the 
townspeople 
held a 
candlelight parade. Who 
pulled the people together? 
"The man who owned the 
hardware store did it all," 
says Bogart. 
Breeders were kept out of 
Lloyd Harbor on Long Is­ 
land and Plattsburgh. In 
Olcott, on Lake Ontario, 
demonstrations and a “no" 
vote of the Niagara County 
Legislature did the job. In 
Easton-on-Hudson,

of Troy, the Washington

The "nuclear park,” a 


concentration of the entire 
process into one place, is 
the new idea of the power 
people.

“The best solution, of 
course, would be generating 
your electricty right on top 
of your own house through 
solar cells." He claims it 
can be done, 100 per cent. 
“Between now and 1986, 
home-generated electricity 
from silicon cells will be 
cost-competitive with what 
nuclear power is today. 
Same story a* the transis­ 
tor. When they first came 
out, they were enormously 
high-priced, and now every­ 
body has them.” 
But the big power source 
of the future is fusion- 
binding atom s together 
rather than splitting them. 
It’s the process of our sun as 
well as of the hydrogen 
bomb. Solar energy is not 
sufficient 
for 
heavy 
in­ 
dustry. And the world—the 
whole world—needs heavy 
industry. 
"It's all right to talk 
about cottage industries in 
Third World countries, but 
they’re just not going to do 
the job,” says Larry. "We 
must have a concentrated, 
d irect, and ra th e r im ­ 
mediate source of energy for 
large in d u stria l o p era­ 
tions." 
He claims we could have 


com m ercially significant 
quantities of fusion by 1986 
It’s a difficult technology to 
develop, but Bogart sees it 
as a challenge. 
"Remember," 
he 
says, 
"in the M anhattan Project, 
in 42 months, we went from 
nothing to the very sophis­ 
ticated atom bomb. Fusion 
may be a little more dif­ 
ficult, but not much. 


"I am confident that if we 
w ould tu rn loose th e 
creative ability of our scien 
lists untrammeled," he em 
phasixes, "we’d have fusion 
soon. Just say to them, 
‘Here’s the problem; I don’t 
are how you solve it. Go 
into that room; I don’t want 
to hear from you for five 
years.’ Just turn loose the 
geniuses; that's the only 
way to do research. Govern­ 
ment research tends to be 
stultified.” 


“You see," he continues, 
"the reason fission power 
looks good initially is that 
you get 5 million times 
more energy out of a pound 
of uranium than you do out 
of a pound of wood. With 
fusion you get 50 million 
times more. And you don’t 
have any radioactive crud 
left over." 
The fuel for fusion comes 
from the ocean. Fusion uses 
heavy w ater, extracted 
from sea water. The going 
price right now is $20 a 
quart. "That quart of heavy 
water,” says Larry, "will 
give you $800,000 worth of 
electric power.” 
Objections? One is from 
the 400,000 people present 
ly employed in developing 
the nuclear power industry, 
fearful of losing their jobs. 
The other is from environ­ 
mentalists, who immediate­ 
ly distrust -any high tech­ 
nology. 
"The environmentalists," 
says Larry, "tend to be sim­ 


p listic and perm anent- 
mi nded, and anything 
that's a high technology, no 
matter what, 
they tum 
their backs cm. 
They've got sort erf an 
elitist approach to it, which 
can kill us. But if we en­ 
dorse fusion, we immediate 
ly give employment to all 
the people who would be 
thrown out of work if we 
stop 
fission 
The 
same 
400,000 and 
more 
And 
they’ll throw their hats ill 
the air and be glad to be 
working on a genuine 
challenge instead of a dis­ 
credited technology. 
"There's no question that 
we’ll have to go to fusion. 
The only question is. do we 
want to stand still until the 
Rockefellers get their mon­ 
ey out of the breeder reactor 
before we let fusion come 
in? All good scientists know 
we could have fusion almost 
as fast as we want it. All 
this talk about solar energy 
and fusion being 30 years 
away just isn’t true 
I could write three more 
columns from the Larry 
Bogart interview, but I'm 
closing with this one Larry, 
meanwhile, is hard at work 
carrying his side of the nuke

However, Family con­ 
tinues to be in dire financial 
straits as the result of a 
decision by the majority in 


the county legislature to 
d e ny f u r t h e r funding 
through the county. For­ 
tunately, some of Family’s 
critics in Woodstock are 
now reconsidering their 
position, and a 14 member 
commission has been ap­ 
pointed to discuss, particu­ 
larly, 
the 
organization’s 
funding problems. 
I suppose that any agency 
that works with people out­ 
side the mainstream of the 
community will come under 
fire from time to time, but 
I welcome Family’s decision 
to establish a branch in 
New Paltz. The community 
needs the kind of help they 
are prepared to provide.

The banana 
probably originated in the 
land of the bamboo tree. The 
ancient Sanskrit and Chineae 
languages indicate that thii 
aeedless. 
yellow 
fruit 
was 
known throughout Asia in 
prehistoric times. There is lit­ 
tle doubt that the banana was 
one of the first foods of man 
and one of the first plants 
cultivated. 
Bananas are well-seasoned 
travelers, having cruised all 
around the world from an­ 
cient Asia probably through 
Africa to the New World. The 
banana plant reached the 
Mediterranean shores by 966 
A.D. Writings indicate that 
in 
1516, a missionary in­ 
troduced the fruit at San 
Domingo in Central America. 
By 1876, bananas were still a 
c ru io s ity in the U nited 
States. At the Philadelphia 
Centennial that year, they 
sold for 10 cents a piece. 
The botanical name of the 
banana is “Musa Sapien- 
tum ," meaning "fruit of the 
wise men." The sages of India 
are said to have rested in the 
shade of the banana plant 
w h ile e a tin g th e fru it. 
"Banana" 
is 
the 
African 
name still used in our country 
today. 
The banana tree ia a myth, 
because there ia no such 
thing. Bananas grow easily 
a n d 
q u ic k ly 
on 
h u g e 
herbaceous plant* that may 
reach a height of 15 to 30 feet. 
Bananas are ready to be eaten 
about 18 months after the bit 
of undergrown root stalk has 
been planted. However, start­ 
ing banana plantations in the 
1870’s was not so easy. Rail­ 


roads had to be built first, 
while the steaming, tropical 
jungles, 
fraught 
with dis­ 
eases, had to he conquered. A 
New Yorker, Minor C. Keith, 
started a railroad in Coata 
Rica in 1871. Two years later, 
after hia uncle, brothers, and 
4000 others had lost their 
live«, his company completed 
24 milea of railroad. That was 
the small beginning of the 
banana trade that grew into a 
vast empire of commerce in 
Central and South America. 
For some reason, bananas 
have caught the fancy of 
songwriters 
and 
slang-fan- 
ciers. The song in the roaring 
twenties, "Yea, We Have No 
Bananas," came forth as a 
leading 
popular 
tune. 
At 
ab ou t th at sam e tim e, 
“banana oil" was commonly 
used as a retort expresaing the 
thought, “you can’t make me 
believe that." In more recent 
years that tuneful Calypao 
jingle, "Chiquita Banana,” 
has made America aware of 
careful banana treatment. 
SELECTION—The 
most 
common variety of banana 
shipped to New York is the 
yellow Groe Michel. Other 
varieties are colored red and 
are usually smaller. The best 
quality fruit, harvested green, 
is allowed to ripen properly 
under controlled conditions. 
If bananas are ripened on the 
plant they have poor flavor 
and their skins usually split.

bananas 
in

stage of ripeness that suits 
your culinary needs. For cook­ 
ing or future table use, yellow 
bananas with green tips are 
the best kind to buy. For 
immediate use as a freah 
fruit, yellow bananas flecked 
with brown are more quickly

Look for banena* that are: 
Firm and unbruised, to avoid 
waste; Plump and well-filled, 
to inaure good flavor and te s­ 
tura; and completely endoeed 
in peel, to avoid spoilage that 
comes when air contact* the 
pulp.

It’s hard to lay the blame on an 
individual or two, however. True both 
Chambers and Blount each had but 
ten points, but Chambers hasn’t ex­ 
actly been setting the Ulster world on 
fire to date, and Blount can be ex 
cused for occasionally falling short of 
his usual high standards.

At 9 30 s m , last Sunday at H ighm ount Ski Center, I put 
<>n snow skis for the first tim t ever. By 1 p.m ., after excellent 
instruction by Onteora High School ski coach Joel Tom son, 
after num erous fall* th at guvs me an intim ate acquaintance 
w ith a variety of snowbanks, after a coup!« of other m ishaps 
th at you won't believe; I was able to ski down the beginner's 
slopes without failing 


“ You should be verv proud of v o u rsetf," said T om son. 
1 w as proud just to b«ve survived. “ You picked thie up 
very quickly. Soon you’ll he read y for th r bigger slo p e« .'’ 
You mean it gets worse0 You m ean there are bigger, 
steeper, even scalier slopes th an the ones 1 fell on S unday9 
Ohmigod. 


H ighm ount m anager Phi! Davenport took me down a peg 
when I returned my rented equipm ent at the end of the day. 
He took one look at me I was still covered with snow from 
falls too num erous to count. 


“ Could you please re tu rn th a t snow to the slo p e?" he 
ask ed , “ T h a t stu ff costa us m oney." 


Well, 1 asked for it. I vowed when I returned here from 
Florida, where the only kind of skiing one does is on water, 
that I would team h. w to snow ski After encouragem ent 
from Toms<>n and K ingston High coach Tony B adalato, 
whose team s both train at H ighm ount, I decided to try The 
G reat Experim ent there 


As w ith m any E a ste rn ski cen ters, H ighm ount Is 
h aving a good season. Its !( slopes have been under 
D avenport fam ily m anag em en t for 31 y ears. It h as a 
friendly, yet no-nonsense atm o sp h ere becauss it la not a 
reso rt. 


"W e’re h ere strictly to service people,“ said D av en ­ 
port. "W e have no overnight accom odations. W e're 
unique because both of the size and because it h as been 
here so long. It’s m ore like going to a club. People get 
to know one an o th er h e re ." 
Luckily, few of them knew me Sunday, because I pulled 
off enough em barrassing stu n ts to last a full season. 
For exam ple, after Tomson gave me brief instructions on 
how best to utilize the rope tow area, which has a sm all, 
safe hill for beginners, he left me there alone to practice 
sm all turns and stops It was bad enough falling during the 
sim plest raanuever- but to be face first in the snow while 
precocious six-year-oldz go whizzing by is a bit perturbing. 


T he w orst th in g 1 did at the rope tow a rea w as w hen 
I released th e rope incorrectly at the top of th e hill, 
th ereb y cau sin g it to be th ro w n off the cab le system , 
brin g in g it to a g rin d in g h alt. F or th is in d iscretio n , 1 
earn ed a quick and an g ry lectu re from the M an in the 
S hack a t the Top of th e Hill In C h arge of Y elling a t Clods. 
1 saw his point, th o u g h ; few people release a tow rope 
incorrectly. 


Anyway, at 11 a.m . 1 was in a one-hour ski class for 
absolute beginners. A trio of instructors divided us up, and 
by now I was feeling more confident about basic m ovem ents. 
In my group were two Jew ish-A m erican Princesses from Noo 
Yawk, Norm a and Sheila, who probably figured H ighm ount 
was as good a 'place as any for husband-hunting. 


In stru c to r K«*n C h am b ers began us slow ly. V ery slow - 
ly. “ F irst w e ar< going to w a lk .” he said, sounding like 
my old k in d e rg a rte n teach er. T he ch allen g e w as too 
m uch for N orm a, w ho squealed, “ I ’m not read y for th a t 
, yet!” 
T h a t’s when Ken knew he was in for a tough 60 m inutes, 
bu he still gave it his best shot. We practiced walking, 
clim bing uphill sideways, riding a wedge, and turning. 


H aving thaw ed out in th e lodge follow ing m y lesson, 
T om son took me over to tw o b eg in n er's slopes divided by 
a pom m el lift. It w as on th ese slopes th a t Tom son 
intended for m e to learn to ski. O r die try in g . He 
dem onstrated tu rn in g , em p h asizin g m oving th e ski in ­ 
w ard , d istrib u tin g w eig h t co rrectly to fa c ilita te m ove­ 
m ent and to m a in tian b alan ce, an d p ressin g h ard on the 
outside ski. And, of course, keep th e knees bent. 
Now it was my turn. As he offered encouragem ent and 
suggestions, none of winch penetrated my scared m ind. 1 
slowly began to slide across the slope, picking up speed I 
did not w ant to pick up. It was tim e to turn right, unless 
I w anted to visit the woods. 


S plat! I w as a m essy tan g le of arm s, legs, skis and 
poles on th e snow . T he snow on my face h ard en ed to ice 
soon a fter th an k s to th e low tem p eratu re and high w inds. 
This % ene was repealed. I don't know how m any tim es 
1 fell, and if I did, I w ouldn't tell you. 1 got acquainted, at 
a worms-sye level, w ith more of the slope than probably 
m ost of th e H ig hm ount v eteran s have. 
* 


B ut slow ly it sta rte d to com e to m e. W ith T om son's 
p atien t in stru ctio n an d good ex p lan atio n s, I cu t dow n the 
w idth of my tu rn s, sta rte d keeping my b alan ce after 
tu rn in g , an d p u t to g eth er a few tu rn s In a row . 
And then, wonder of wonders, I m ade it down a beginner's 
slops without falling' 1 did it by following Tom son’s tracks, 
which he deliberately kept tight to teach me to cut down 
my angles and to st ip my tendency to turn uphill after 
leveling out.

Terry 
Bledsoe, a spokesman for the 
owners, declined to character­ 
ize the results of the four-hour 
negotiating session. 
Before the Tuesday meeting 
began, Garvey observed "by 
Wednesday night, we should 
know wnat issues separate us. 
Hopefully there will be a lot 
fewer than now." Union vice 
president Len Hauss of the 
Washington Redskin said 
“ we’re optimistic we can come 
to an agreement " 
Sources said however there 
seemed to be seven undecided 
issues on the table to end the 
three year impasse that has 
prompted two player strikes

KINGSTON - Environ­ 
mental effects of a proposed 
Prattsville pumped storage 
project will be the subject 
of a public hearing Feb. 25 
at the Holiday Inn in King­ 
ston, starting at 9 a.m. 
The pumped storage facil­ 
ity, into which the Power 
Authority of the State of 
New York would shuttle 
off-peak electricity for later 
regeneration, would draw 
water from the Schoharie 
Reservoir in order to store 
power. 
Schoharie 
also 
is 
the 
source of water diverted by 
New York City through the 
Shandaken Tunnel into the 
Esopus Creek and Ashokan 


Reservoir in Ulster County. 
The 
Prattsville 
project 
would require construction 
of a new higher-level reser­ 
voir east of the Schoharie. 
PASNY completed a simi­ 
lar dual-reservoir system 
six years ago at Blenheim- 
Gilboa, about five miles 
north of the Schoharie.

During the past 10 years, he 
said, global temperatures have 
fluctuated

toward warmer or cooler 
trends But he said on the 
longer term, it appears Earth 
is now emerging from a little 
ice age. 
In the geologic perspective of 
millions of years. Mitchell said 
the world s climate is "ex 
traordinarily warm.” On a 
scale of thousands of years, it 
is relatively warm. On the 
scale of the last century, it 
appears a peak of warmth was 


reached 90 years ago and tem­ 
peratures since then have be­ 
come slightly cooler. 
"So any thought we might 
have as to the warming or 
cooling of climate, we must 
narrow down s bit the time 
scale that we’re interested in." 
Mitchell warned that the 
biggest changes in climate 
over the next century might 
come from man rather than 
nature. 
He said continued 
burning of foasil fuels will con­ 
tinue to add carbon dioxide to 
the air, resulting in an ac­ 
celerated warming of the at­ 
mosphere 
If fossil fuels continue to be 
burned over the next 100 years 
as the main source of energy, 
Mitchell said "by the end of 
the 21st century, we could very 
well find ourselves in a world 
that is perhaps five degrees 
(Fahrenheit) warmer than we 
have witnessed in the last few 
decades."
